A comprehensive plan called VI- 
SION 2000 aims to solve school over- 
crowding problems here while pro- 
viding the technology students will 
need for the year 2000. 

A Sept. 26 bond issue calls for 
constriction of anew high schoolalong 
with renovation of the four existing 
buildings. 
Chris Dunckley said the project will 
solve overcrowding problems for at 
least 20 years in the Crawford AuSable 
School District (C.A.S.D.). The 
C.A.S.D. is located mainly within 
Crawford County, which had one of 
the state’s fastest growth rates witha 
29.5% population increase during the 
1980s, 

Superintendent Kent Reynolds said 
the technology installed in every build- 


ing would prepare students for the 


2ist century. Computer technology 
will provide students with the job skills, 
training, and experience necessary for 
employment in the coming century. 
Additionally, an integrated communi- 
cations systems will allow students 
access to computer software, videos,

and CD ROM technology from every 
classroom in the district. 

The community could also benefit 
from proposed new sports, music, and 
other facilities at the new high school. 
The combined facilities of the new

911 system grows into life-saver

It took about ten years for the 911 
system to grow from the. first seed 
planted here in 1982 to the separate 
county department handling 2,423 
calls so far this year. 

Larry Akers, Central Dispatch 
Director, recently spoke of how far 
emergency communications have 
come in this county, and of things that 
still need to be done. 

Akers explained how the present, 
enhanced 911 system, was actually 
being planned for as early as 1982, 
2 with the creation of Crawford

In. December of 1987 an emergency - 
services council began developing 
plans for 911, which received its first 
call October 25, 1991. 
HOW 911 WORKS» 

All911 calls are immediately picked 

up on one of three lines by a trained 


dispatcher who activates a computer : 
‘terminal merely by answering the call. 


The computer terminal activated by 
the call displays vital information 
including name, address, number of 
residents, and othercritical information 
supplied by the resident. 911 users 
may include such things as chronic 
ilinesses or handicaps of any residents, 
location of children’s bedrooms, ever 
pets can be noted at the request of the 


resident. Akers stressed that this 
information is totally confidential and 
can only be accessed when a phone 
number is provided or used in 
contacting 911. 

’ Akers also stressed that the 
information on the screen is only a 
back-up. In order to get the most 
effective emergency service, a 911 
user should give a brief statement of 
the emergency, at which time the 
dispatcher will begin asking vital 
questions and relaying the information 
to the appropriate: emergency 
personnel, which is already on its way, 
activated by computer code as soon as 
the dispatcher gets that first brief 
“Statement. 

_ If the 911 lines are busy, the call is. 
forwarded to 4911, central dispatch’s 


-hon-emergency number, and if by 


chance, that number is also 


unanswered, the 911 call is relayed to 


Roscommon County 911. According 
to Akers, it is not possible for a 911 
call to go unanswered for longer than 
a minute or two, 
911 AND YOUR SAFETY 
Akers offered a few tips for 


‘Crawford County residents wanting 


to maximize the benefits of 911. First, 
Akers suggests residents call 348-49 11- 
to update information stored in the 
911 computer system. .If you move 
and retain the same phone number, or 
someone moves into or out of your 
residence, 911 needs to know in order 
to provide the most effective service 
possible. The phone company updates

It’s costly to host debate 


MICHIGAN APPARENTLY 
will be host to the first presidential 
| debate of the 1992 campaign. More 
| specifically, Michigan State 
University is expected to be the site 
of the verbal battle when President 
George Bush and Democratic 
Nominee BiliClinton debate on Sept. 
22. 

Formally Republicans must still 
grant approval, whichis expected to 
be pro forma; Democrats already 
have said okay. 

One of the sticking points is that 
somehow the host site must come up 
with an estimated $400,000 to help 
defray costs of the debate. Most if 
not all of the sum is expected to 
come from private sources, such as 
donations. 

That seems like a lot of cost to get 
twocandidates together fora debate, 
but apparently a dollar here and a 

| dollar there adds up. 

The debate is expected to attract 

_| between 1,500 and 2,000 assorted 
| politicians, media representatives 
| and other camp followers. 

Debate planners seem to favor 
campus sites for these shows. The 
audience is expected to include at 

| least a limited number of students 
——~ perhaps up to 1,000 or so.

} FOR ALL THE TROUBLE, it 
| probably doésn’t make a lot of 
| difference to either Michigan or the 
East Lansing community where the 

| debate is held. It’s not like it’s a 
f community celebration, where Mr. 
Bushand Mr. Clinton willrubelbows 
with all the citizens of the area. 

; Attendance at the debate will be 
| limited. Most of us will watch on 


TV, and reception is no better from 
East Lansing, than, say, Pasadena. 

There probably will be some 
economic fallout as the community 
gets ready for the debate; it may take 
up to a couple of weeks or so on the 
scene for media technicians, political 
advisors, and others to get ready for 
the big affair. That will translate into 
dollars for housing, meals, on-the-spot 
supplies, and other details, 

Hosting a presidential debate may 
be considered a feather in the hat of 
Michigan, MSU, and the area. But is 
it worth $400,000?.

Many people think the American 
Civil Liberties Union represents 
only radical Commies. 

Nottrue, said the Howard Simon, 
Michigan’s executive director. The 
A.C.L.U. alsorepresents Nazis, Ku 
Klux Klan members, homosexuals, 
artists, writers, women and anyone 
who else whose Constitutional 
rights are being trampled upon. 

Simon, who has heldhis A.C,L.U. 
position for 18 years, was the guest 
of Circuit Court Judge Alton T. 
Davis at a Grayling Rotary Club 
meeting recently. 

It’s true that the A.C.L.U. finds 
itself embroiled in controversial 
matters, said Simon in his opening 
remarks. The reason is that it is 
always vigilant and aggressive in 
the fight to ‘protect individual 
liberties. 

Despite its unarguably noble 
purpose, the A.C.L.U. remains the 
group many of us love to hate. 
George Bush used the fact of 
Michael Dukakis’ “card-carrying” 
membership as a weakness to 
exploit in the 1988 presidential 
campaign. 

After all, isn’tthe A.C.L.U. just 
aradical fringe group--orthe liberal 
arm of the Democratic party--that 
defends all those repugnant minority 
types that don’t deserve any rights 
anyway? 

No, it’s not. 

The organization represents 
civilian control over the 
government, Just as the Bill of 
Rights cuts across party lines, so

RECENT BATTLES 

Some examples of recentA.C.L.U. 
battles to preserve individuals’ and 
groups’ Constitutional rights: 

‘They supported a Michigan 

woman who was wamed that her Bush/ 
Quayle yard signs were in violation of 
her city’s sign ban. ‘The penalty for 
her refusal would be $500 or 30 days 
in jail. Not only was their defense 
successful, but they also worked with 
the city to revise its sign ordinance. 

‘They went to bat for Operation 
Rescue, an anti-abortion group that 
was staging weekly peaceful pickets 
in front of the Planned Parenthood 
clinic in Ann Arbor. Planned 
Parenthood had the city convert the 
cul-de-sac on which its office was 


‘located to private property, so the 


picketers could be excluded. The 
A.C.L.U. argued successfully in 
Detroit Federal District Court that the 
conversion was improper. 

*They worked on behalf of a 
fundamental church in Newaygo when 
the city manager ordered all religious 
signs on the lawns of that church’s 
parishioners to be removed, Again, 


the signs allowed to remain; again, . 


the A,C.L.U. worked with the city to 
revise its sign ordinance. 


*On behalf of three Republicans - 
_and three Democrats in the state 


legislature, they fought former Gov. 
James Blanchard’s campaign to have 
random state police road blocks stop 
all motorists on given highways in an 
atiempt to catch drunken drivers. The 


_ battle continues: after winning in the 


Court of Appeals, they lost at the

*They presented briefs in support 
of Oliver North in Federal Court on 
the grounds that he was convicted 
unfairly after testimony he gave to 
Congress was used against him in 
court. 

_ DEFENDER OF 
THE CONSTITUTION 

It’s been very fashionable lately to 
talk about “the principles our country 
was founded upon,” “what America 
stands for,” “‘what makes the U.S.A, 
great.” Some notions are definitely 
subjective. Others are politically 
expedient. Still others serve as excuses 
to attack people who are different. 

But the A.C.L.U. cuts through all 
the self-serving rhetoric and focuses 
on Constitutional principles that the 
nation, in fact, is based upon: such as 
1) that fundamental rights are due all 
American citizens and 2) that there 
are limits tothe power of the majority. 

A lot of us want nights given only to 
those people who are like us. 

A lot of us still think the concept 
“majority mules” isalwaysappropriate. 

A lot of us don’t want to hear his 
message. 

But the truth is this: 

An individual with an unpopular 
message still deserves to speak.

meant when he wrote in The 
Declaration of Independence that“... 
all men are created equal. . .” 

He didn’t mean, of course, that we 
were all born with identical abilities 
and potentials. He meant that all 
people deserve equal treatment under 
the law. 

Sadly, we Americans—in our 
legislatures and in our legal systems 
and in our individual treatment of 
others—often forget this tenet. 

But for the past 72 years, the 
A.C.L.U.—in the face of continuous 
Criticism from the not-so-silent 
majority—has not forgotten about the 
individual freedoms that were intended 
for ALL Americans. 

Freedom of speech. Freedom of the 
press. Freedom of religion. Right of 
trial by jury. Right to equal treatment 
under the law. Right to due process. 
To name a few. 


A.C.L.U.'s BEGINNINGS 

The A.C.L.U. was founded in 1920, 
when America’s civil liberties were in 
“very bad shape,” said Simon. Jt was 
an era during which free speech was 
allowed only if it was approved by the 
majority. Equality for women was not 
even considered. They had only just 
been given the right to vote. Blacks 
had no legal rights. 

Twenty-two years later, the A.C.L.U. 
was the only group to protest the racism 
and war hysteria that sent Japanese 
Americans into internment camps, he 
said. 

“We were called subversive and 
unpatriotic. We lost in the United 
States Supreme Court. But 40 years 
later, President Ronald eee diss 
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a bill the A.C.L.U. got passed to 
compensate the survivors for 
violations of their Constitutional 
rights,” 

“Weare oftencriticized, challenged, 

called subversive, Communist. Yet 
many of the rights (Americans) now 
enjoy come from cases the A.C.L.U. 
brought to court.” 

“Over the years, we have becomea 
part of the government. A bill is 
passed by Congress, approved by the 
President, challenged by the A.C.L.U. 
and upheld or struck down by the 
Supreme Court.” 

“The majority has gone too far by 
violating the rights of the individual 
and minority groups,” said Simon. 
"Without a watchdog protecting 
individual and minority rights, tyranny 
of the majority wonld be (and has 
been) a reality." 

' “Everybody oughttobean A.C.L.U. 
member,” hecontinued. “Ourcountry 
needs a non-political, non-partisan,- 
principled organization to be a 
watchdog, tochallenge government.” 

“The United States has more 
‘freedom than any country on the face 
of the Earth, but every day we must 
defend the Bill of Rights.” 

“You may notagree with everything 
the A.C.L.U. does. We (the directors) 
don’t agree with everything. We 
take a vote of the-directors following 
discussion before taking on a case.” 

“Democracy is the best system 
invented, butit’s terribly inefficient,” 
concluded Simon. “It needs the 
support of everyone, especially people 
like Rotarians. The government can 
break the law. If there are no groups 


like the A.C.L.U., it could up into

If you've 
made out a durable power of attorney 


for health care, you've also made sure 


that your family and friends know 
what you would want.

They 
won't be put in the awkward position 
ofmaking medical treatment decisions 
for you. Without your advance 
directives document, treatment 
decisions for your doctor and family 
members can be painfully difficult. 

If you are unable to make your own 
decisions aboutmedical care, decisions 
will have to be made for you.
